Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub¬ 
rule (3) of rule 6 of the Monopolies and Restrictive Trade Practi¬ 
ces Rules, 1970, the Central Government hereby specifies form 
IL as amended from time to time in which an application for 
licence or permission is required to be made under the Industries 
(Developmentand Regulation) Act, 1951 (65of 1951) as the form 
in which an application under sub-section (2) of section22 of the 
M mopolies and Restrictive Trade Practices Act, 1969 (54 of 
1969) shall be made by the owners of the undertakings engaged 
in the production of any item(s) falling under the industries 
specified in column 2 of the Schedule to this Order who pre pose 
to take up the manufacture, of any other item(s) specified in 
oolumn 3 of the said Schedule within the overall licenced capa¬ 
city.
